When the plate now in The Ban- 
croft Library was found in 1936, it 
was hailed as the discovery of the 
long-lost historical treasure. 

Detailed new metallurgical 
examinations and a close micros- 
copic look at the plate, however, now 
indicate the brass is of relatively re- 
cent origin, James D. Hart, director 
of the library, announced today. 

“Tf the plate is indeed a modern 
creation,’ Hart said, ‘‘numerous 
questions about it remain un- 
answered, including who created it 
and why it should be left at an iso- 
lated spot where it might never be 


found. : ‘ : 
Although the investigators in- 
yolved in the recent tests did not 
flatly state the plate is a forgery, the 
assembled evidence “‘has turned out 
to be essentially negative,’ Hart 


said. 
The plate has never been com- 


covery seemed to support its authen- 
ticity. 

There were dissenting opinions 
even then, both as to the age of the 
metal and the wording of the text. 


Laboratory for Archaeology and the 
History of Art at Oxford University 
in England were chosen to analyze 
the plate’s brass. Small samples of 
metal were taken from three loca- 


per and zinc. The exact composition 
has changed over the centuries as 
techniques for brass manufacture 
have improved and impurities were 
reduced. An estimate of the age of an 
unknown brass'can be made by com- 
paring its chemical composition 
with that of brasses of known age. 

The Oxford laboratory compared 
the results of its analyses with 22 
examples of English and Cintinental 
brasses created between 1540 and 
1720. LBL made comparisons with 
old brasses ranging from the 14th to 
the 18th centuries. 


The analyses of the two 
laboratories revealed levels of zinc, 
lead, copper and other substances 
that were inconsistent with brass 
composition of the period. 

The results of the LBL team of 
scientists, headed by Helen V. 
Michel and Frank Asare, indicate 
the plate was made after the early 
part of the 19th century because of

analytical techniques for the study, 
including neuron activation, X-ray 
fluorescence and emission spectros- 


came from Cyril S. Smith of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, 
who gave the plate a detailed binocu- 
lar microscopic examination. He 
found, contrary to earlier studies, no 


method of rolling. 

He also found that the edge of the 
plate had none of the qualities of 
chisel cutting that would be expected 
in the 16th century, but instead 
looked as if it had been straight-cut 
by the modern device of a guillotine 
shear and then hammered to 
obscure the shear marks. 

Other objections to the plate’s au- 
thenticity have been raised over the 
years because of the wording and let- 
tering of the inscription. Know- 
ledgeable critics have argued that 
Drake would have left a “‘more im- 
posing piece of brass,’’ and that 
Queen Elizabeth would have been 
given more prominence in the text. 

The plate was found in the sum- 
mer of 1936 by the late Beryle Shinn, 
who at that time was a 26-year-old 
Oakland department store clerk. 
Accounts of Shinn’s story vary, but 
scholars and reporters who ques-
